Scofield, and after Gov, Scofield 
was nominated there was not a positive 
sign for Mr. La Follette to support the 
nominee, and some of his followers open- 
ly declared in his presence they would 
not sopport Scofield. For positive proof 
of this fact see the Sentinel reports pub- 
lished during the convention. 


Under these circumstances the exact 


strength of the La Follette faction is 
registered in 14,000 votes, or not one 
teenth of the full republican vote of 
Wisconsin. Honest and patriotic re- 
publicans all over the state can cow 
understand the full extent of the influ- 
ence of La Follette in bending his poli- 
tics to his whims and bis theories. The 
vote is not an* altogether .insignificant 
factor, but fortunately it is so insignifi 
cant that it cannot defeat the regular 
nominee of the party at a contested elec- 
tion.

La Follette and nobody else if he were 
not nominated at the state convention. 


Since the

wise to note at the present time exactly 
the sore spots which may break out in 
another canvass against a fairly nomi- 
nated republican state ticket.

The Telephone Xraiiclilse 


Aid. McLean, from the committee to 


whom was referred the franchise asked 
for by the Bock County Telephone com- 
pany, presented a substitute franchise 
which had been agreed upon and which 
the committee recommended be adopted.

The new franchise grants the company,

reserves the right .to string on the poles 
of the company the fire alarm and police 
wires. The company shall at any time 
at the request of the chief engineer of

and proper 


glass insulators for fire alarm and police 
wires. These wires shall not interfere 
with the telephone wires and shall be 
maintained and kept in repair by the 
city. 


FnrulHb Free Tliones. 


The telephone company shall furnish 


telephones free for the city clerk's office 
and each of the fire department stations 
now or hereafter established. In case 
additional telephones 
are desired in 


school buildings or offices they are to 
be had at half the established rate for 
business purposes upon the condition 
that the telephones of the Eock county 
company be used exclusively. The com- 
pany in constructing its system shall 
perform the work with due care and dis- 
patch and avoid all unnecessary ob- 
struction to travel and injury to persons 
and property and restore all streets, 
alleys, and public grounds, gutters and 
bridges to their former condition as 
nearly as practicable; shall not unneces- 
sarily or permanently disturb any gas 
or water mains, sewers or drains now or 
hereinafter laid in the streets, alleys or 
public grounds by consent of the city, 
end shall return the sa'.na to their form- 
er condition. Whenever any street on 
which any of the poles have been set 
shall be graded, macadamized or paved 
the telephone shall, when necessary, re- 
set its poles at their expense to conform 
to the street as recommended. 


Oilier Conditions 


When the conductors of all telephone 


and telegraph lines in the city shall be 
laid by municipal compulsion, under 
ground, the city reserves the right to 
compel the company to place its con- 
ductors under ground in such manner 
as may be convenient and reasonable. 
The grant is made subject to the condi- 
tions and provisions of an ordinance en-

Omaha, Neb., Nov. 22.—A Wizard of 


extraordinary 
proportions prevailed 


in Nebraska last night. It was dan- 
gerous for man or beast to face the 
elements on the prairie. Tons of snow 
••were tossed about the streets of Oma- 
ha by the wind, and the mercury 
reached the zero point at a number 
of places in the state, and is sinking 
lower. 


It is bad enough here in Omaha, but 


out in the state, where tie wind has 
an unimpeded "sweep for miles, the 
snowdrifts are piled mountain high. 
Though but a few inches on the level 
has fallen for miles, the prairie :s 
swept clean, only to be heaped up at 
points 
favorable for 
accumulating 


drifts, until it defies 
the 
artificial 


forces to remove it. 


Heports from the 
range 
country. 


show much apprehension as to the cat- 
tle and sheep. It is the kind of storm 
that stockmen most fear, and no suc- 
cor can be offered the suffering herds 
until the storm 
has abated. The 


weather reports. indicate that the 
storm will rage several flays, growing 
more intense later. 


Stockmen have no idea how their 


herds are faring, as it would be as 
much as a herder's life is'worth to 
venture out on the prairie. The larger 
bands of sheep feedi-g in the state 
were well prepared for the 
storm, 


•which was predicted as early as Sat-j 
urday, and the loss from this source 
will not be as heavy as it otherwise 
would have been, but no preparation 
could save range stock in such a case. 


Dakota In Storm-Hound. 


Minneapolis, Minn., Nov. 22.—The 


snow is general throughout Minnesota. 
Heavy 
winds are blowing at most 


points and the temperature is falling, 
having dropped to zero in the northern 
part of the state. 
The situation in 


North Dakota is worse than in Minne- 
sota, and the temperature at points 'in 
the state is 8 to 10 degrees below 
pero, with the snow falling and wind 
blowing, making a veritable blizzard. 


From Manitoba to Kaunas. 


St. Paul, Minn., Nov. 22.—The first 


snow of the season began falling here 
at 8 o'clock this morning, and by 1 
o'clock in the afternoon it had devel- 
oped into a blizzard. Late in the day 
It grew rapidly colder and the signal 
service reports that the temperature 
Is below zero at many points.

the Philippines. 


INSTRUCTIONS FROM MADRID. 


Commlftglanera at Paris Told to Yield 


to the American I>cniaridH—Ewrly and 
Harmonious Agreement Looked For— 
Our Position. 


Washington, Nov. 22.—Private ad- 


vices received here from Paris from 
absolutely trustworthy sources report 
that the meeting of the peace commis- 
sioners Monday was most harmonious 
and that none of the Spaniards with- 
drew or signified an intention to dis- 
solve negotiations or absent them- 
selves individually. 


The advices further report that the 


Spanish commissioners have been in- 
structed to yield to the American de- 
mands in regard to the Philippines, 
and that the American commissioners 
are now confident of an early and har- 
monious agreement. 


At a late hour Monday night Secre- 


tary Hay said he tad -received no offi- 
cial advice from Paris of a dissolution 
of the conference or the withdrawal 
of any of the Spanish commissioners. 
It is believed here that were the ne- 
gotiations threatened with failure the 
American commissioners would notify 
the president promptly. 


FIX THE TEJIMS. 


American CommlflBionerft Name the Con- 


dltioiiB of Peace. 


Paris, Nov. 22.—The American peace 


commissioners Monday 
delivered to 


the Spanish commissioners the final 
and irreducible terms of the United 
States. These terms are summarized 
as follows: 


1. The Spanish proposal to arbitrate 


the meaning of the third article of the 
peace protocol is rejected. 


2. The United States demands the 


cession of the entire Philippine archi- 
pelago, and offers Spain an indemnity 
of ?20,000,000 for her pacific expendi- 
tures In the islands. 


3. The United States declares a pol- 


icy of "open door" in the Philippines 
to the world's commerce, and offers 
Spain for a series of years the same 
trading terms in the islands as shall 
be enjoyed by American ships. 


4. The United States proposes, on 


the terms heretofore named, a mutual 
relinquishment of all public and pri- 
vate claims between Spain and the 
United States arising since the begin- 
ning of the Cuban insurrection. 


5. The United States desires a defi- 


nite answer to, Monday's proposals, and 
a settlement of all other matters at 
issue, on or before Nov. 28. 


6. The United States insists that the 


religious freedom of 
the 
Caroline 


islands be considered as settled by. the 
treaty of 1886. 


7. Conditional upon the acceptance 


of these proposals by Nov. 28, 
the 


United States offers to treat for the 
purchase of Kousaie, or Strong's 
island, in the Carolines, and other ca- 
ble stations. 


NEGOTIATIONS NEAKI.Y ENDED. 


Belief in Paris Tbat 
the Treaty of 


Peace W1IT goon lie Signed. 


Paris, Nov. 22.—It is considered here 


that the Spanish-American 
negotia- 


tions are practically ended. The press 
already is beginning to. philosophize 
thereon. Le Figaro says: "In this un- 
equal struggle Spain perceives that she 
has had against her not only the ap- 
petite of the conquerors, but the com- 
plicity and forethought of Great Brit- 
ain. Great Britain not only encouraged 
the American claims in the Philip- 
pines, but she approved by her silence 
the singular theories of the victors 
concerning the Cuban debt. Thus the 
laborious negotiations on the 
Qua! 


d'Orsay have had the effect of display- 
Ing once more the selfishness and ver- 
satility of Great Britain."

L.a Liberte 
declares that

knows on good authority that Montero 
Rios no longer expects the support of 
any foreign nation in his resistance to 
the American contentions, and, it adds, 
"Spain's cession of the Philippines may 
be considered as virtually an accom- 
plished fact." 
Le Temps holds the 


same view. 


OFFERS CAILED GENEROUS. 


London Papers Comment on the Ameri- 


can Proposals. 


London, Nov. 22.—The papers con- 


cede the generosity of the offers of the 
United States peace commissioners and 
express the opinion that Spain would 
be foolish to reject them. They ex- 
press universal gratification at the an- 
nouncement of an "open-door" policy 
in the Philippines. 


The Daily -Mail calls the offer 
of 


$20,000,000 as indemnity "a surprising 
act of generosity." 


The papers generally take it for 


granted that the "open door" will be 
adopted in the West Indies also. 


The Daily News says: "The United 


States have now become an Asiatic 
power, and Lord Salisbury clearly has 
reason to predict that the expansion ol 
the United States would give Great 
Britain a .valuable -ally in the China 
seas." 


Public Opinion ln Madrid. 


Madrid, Nov. 22.—So resigned have 


the people of Spain become to letting 
the colonies go by the board that it is 
believed Gen. Montero Rios may oe 
forced to capitulate by sheer force of 
that public opinion which he and his 
colleagues «o greatly fear. 
No sur- 


prise Is manifested at the position as- 
sumed by the Spanish commissioners 
regarding the American demand for 
the cession of the Philippines. It Is 
taken for granted that Spain means to 
yield the islands in the end, and it is 
equally taken for granted that a suc- 
cession of emphatic refusals shall pre- 
cede submission. 


Occupation IB Delayed. 


Washington, Nov. 22.—Unexpected 


delay has been 
encountered in rne 


plans for the military occupation of 
Cuba. 
It has been found that the 


Spanish garrisons in Cienfuegos can- 
not be withdrawn as early as the 
American commissioners at Havana 
were-at first led to believe, and the oc- 
cupation of that city by our troops will 
be postponed for nearly 
a month. 


There is now no prospect that the 


j troops will be sent there before Jan. 1. 


Mr. Hoar Sees Danger Ahead. 


Boston, Mass., Nov. 
22.—Senator 


Hoar was asked: "Do you favor giv- 
ing the Philippines back to Spain?" "I 
think we should set the people on their 
feet and let them govern themselves. 
My opinion is that if the United States 
acquires the Philippine islands to gov- 
ern them as a subject or vassal state 
the destruction of the American repub- 
lic will date from the administration of 
William McKinley." 


Filipinos Claim Damages. 


San Francisco, Cal., Nov. 22.—At the 


Palace hotel in this city are registered 
a number of prominent Filipinos. 
They come direct from the city of Ma- 
nila and are en route to Washington 
to present large claims for damages 
before the president and cabinet for 
valuable property owned by the Filipi- 
nos destroyed by the American troops. 


Wants the Whole Archipelago. 


Montpelier, Vt., Nov. 22.—President 


Brown of Norwich university has re- 
ceived a personal letter from Admiral 
Dewey under date of Oct. 3, in which 
the admiral says: "I trust the entire 
archipelago will be retained by the 
United States. Any other arrangement 
will lead to no end of trouble."
